SECRET SOCIETIES IN CHINA. 


Recruiting the Ranks of the Hung League.

In peaceful times the ranks of the society are 


recruited by volunteers, but when the League 
is preparing to take the field threats and vio- 
lence are often used to secure mem- 
bers. At such crisis a mag return 


ing home finds a slip of paper bearing 
the seal of the League awaiting him, which 
calls upon him at a given hour to betake him- 
self to a certain‘ spot, and warns him that the 
murder of himself and his family will be the 
penalty of disobedience to the command. 


Sometimes it is said, also, that one of the broth- 
erhood insults a stranger on the road, and, pre- 
tending to fly from the just consequences af 
his act, leads the unsuspecting wayfarer to 
some lonely spot where he is seized upon by a 
number of brothers and is carried away to the 
place where the lodge is held.
